GUAM, June 6 (U.R) — ^Thirty amaller-typc planes, apparent 
ly from new American airfields on Okinawa, attacked Japa- 
nese auicide-plane bases on Kyuahu, southern Japan an hour 
today. 

"By this bombing raid," Tokyo said, "the enemy apparent- 
ly intended to foreatall the activities of our apecinl attack 
(suicide) corps, which is wreaking havoc with enemy wnr- 
craft in Okinawa waters." 

SupcrfortresBcs shot down at least 20 Japanese fighters 
over burning Kobe during yesterday's 3,300-ton air raid. 
Eight B-29a were lost, one and perhaps more being rammed 
by suicide pilots.

BERLIN. Juno 6 (!P)—A high Russian military source said 
today a body found in Berlin had been identified with fair 
certainty as that of Adolf Hitler. 

The body, smoke- blackened and charred, waa ono of four 
diacovcrcd in tho ruinB of the great underground fortrefla be- ■ 
neath tho new roichBchancellory after the fall of Berlin. 

.These four bodies, any one of which answered pretty well 
to Hitler'n description, were removed and examined by Rus- 
sian army physicians. All were badly burned from the flame 
throwers with which tho red army soldiera finally cleared out 
the underg rotind command post where Hitler and his leadinff 
nazia made their last ditch 
stand. 

After careful examination 
of teeth and other character- 
istics the RussianB singled out 
one body which they believe 
almost certainly is that of the 
fuehrer. 

Aakcd why no otlldal announce- 
ment of the discovery hak been 
made yet by Moscow, this Russian 
source said that an long la any cle- 
ment of uncertainty exists the.Rua- 
sUns do not wish to atat« delloltely 
that Hlilcri body has been found. 

Tho Eource added, however, that 
there seemed little doubt that this 
actuaUy Is the corpse ol Hitler,

It costa money to be a conKrcssman. Of 
course, the Job pays pretty well. too. But by 
the time the legislator has paid the overhead, 
his )3O,0OO a year, while still not hay, has 
fihrunk consldornbly. 

There's the matter of housing, for one 
thing. Even when he finds a place to live In 
Washington he has to pay lor It. And he has 
to keep a residence In his home city for re^ 
turn visits and for the dark day when the 
fickle electorate may vote him out of a Job. 

He hns lo dress up In store-bought clothes, 
and do a good hit of entertaining. Frequently 
he needs more secretarial help than his cleri- 
cal allowance will buy. And then there are 
telephone and telegraph charges and many 
other Incidentals of that sort. 

But probnlily the biggest item on the con- 
gressman's budget is the business of trying to 
get reelected. This requires frequent shut- 
tling between Washington and home, besides 
the many ordinary campaign expenses. It's 
particularly tough on members of the house, 
who must go through this every two years as 
long as they seek to hold olflcc. 

It isn't hard to believe, then, that expenses 
take a healthy bite out of that ten grand per 
annum that the congressman receives. And 
it isn't particularly surprising that the boys 
and girls of the house should have voted 
themselves an extra $2,500 a year by way of 
expense money. , 

Wc think that our senators and representa- 
tives deserve 'more money, eventually If not 
now. We need Important men for the impor- 
tant Job that congress has to do. We may not 
get them if they must bear a financial loss 
to perform this service. And we certainly 
shan't get a representative group If congress 
attracts only those with ample outside in- 
comes. 

But we can't say wo like this "tax-tree" fea- 
ture of the new house appropriation. Wo 
haven't seen the language of the bill and, not 
being a Philadelphia lawyer, we might not 
understand It If wo had. Yet we've heard ot 
no representative arising to deny that the ap- 
propriation Is tax-freo. 

The law on expense accounts says that re- 
imbursements from employers (in the rcpre- 
•■jientativea' case, the United States govem- 
' nient) must be entered as part of Income. 
Later the actual expenses paid through thcso 
■ reimbursements may be deducted In arriving 
at what all readers of Form 1040 will fondly 
remember as "adjusted gross Income." 

Wc don't know how tho representatives In- 
tend to bypass this law by making their ap- 
propriation tax-free from tho beginning. We 
don't care particularly. We want to see our 
lawmakers get a fair shake. But we don't 
think they should vote themselves special 
privileges when the rest of us are paying 
taxes aplenty, and not squawking too hard 
about It, either.

MANPOWER ECONOMY 
We see where members of ttie teamsters 
union In New York — one ol the country's 
hungrier cities these days — are refusing to al- 
low out-ot-atate truck drivers to unload per- 
ishable produce at the city's markets until 
they have paid S!S5 Initiation fees to the New 
York local. 

This seems to be a variation on the team- 
sters' practice, long since sanctioned and 
blessed by tho United State; supreme court, 
of putting a paid-up member beside the non- 
union driver ot a truck at the limit of a local's 
jurisdiction, and collecting a day's pay for 
the member's Just sitting there doing nothing. 

In many cases, perhaps the majority, the 
drivers of these produce truck.'; are the farm 
ers who raise the produce and who have no 
earthly reason for Joining the teamsters 
union. The union's practice ol collecting 
wages for their members from these truckers 
has never won much applause from anyone 
except the supreme court. And we don't think 
tha present levying of tribute In New York, 
where food Is scarce, will be much more popu- 
lar. 

But perhaps we should give the teamsters 
credit for changing their tactics. This way 
they aren't employing scarce manpower aa 
non- driving stooges.
